~The American department hes again re- 
ceived an important accession of strength im 
the shape of some specimens of Brussels 
carpet, woven upon power looms. Although 
various attempts have becn made to adapt 
the power loom to carpet wecving in this 
country, there ts not, we belicvc, at this mo- 
ment, any machinery perfected for that ob- 
ject. Our Ame ican brethren have there- 
fore gained another step ahcad of us, and 
have won another Riieel on this well con- 
tested field of the industrsal arts. The 
looms upon which these carpets were woven 
have been for some time im usec; and up- 
wards of 500—the majority of Which are at 
work in the manufactory of Mr. Bigelow, the 
inventor—are employed in the States. Each 
loom ge only the attendance of one 
girl, while im the ordinary mode of ca 
weaving by hand,a weaver 1's required,and 
In addition to this 
saving Of labor, the power loom is stated to 
be capable of producing four times the 
quantity in the same space of time as could 
be woven upon the hand loom.

We last week presented an abstract from 
the report of the Chief Engincer, Mr. W. J. 
Lewis, of the route, location and expense of 
construction of this road. Since that time 
the published report of the very able and 
accomplished engineer of the road, togeth- 
er with the general railroad law and the 
by-laws of the Company havc been laid on 
our table, from which we draw the follow- 
ing abstract of the sources of revenue and 
probable income and profits of the road.

Dorado. The police were at hand. One of 


the policemen, who entered the saloon to 
remonstrate with the party, was struck @ 
most cruel and savage blow, on the face 
and head with a heavy pistol, and taken up 
senscless. The wonder is that it did not 
kill him outright. 

Shortly after, as one of the party of rowes 
was ubout to ascend the stairs, he received 
a pistol-ball in the side and shoulder, fired 
by some parties unknown. The wound was 
supposed to be mortal ; but the individul still 
survives, and there is some little hope of his 
recovery. 

We were to have had a celebration of 
Forctather’s Day in our midst, on yeste-- 
duy, at which a New England Society was 
to have been instituted.

PAROCHIAL .ScHOOLs VS. Common Scuoots. 
There is @ defect in the Constitution « 
the United States, which no human wisdom 
or skill could have prevented, or can now 
remove. That defect is, that it makes no 
rovision for the education of the people. 

e call it a defect, because there is scarcely 
a matter in which the nation bas a deeper in- 
terest. Yet it would have been a greater 
defect, not to leave that important matter 
where it now rests; in the hands of the 
ple and of the State governments. But it is 
then a defect of the State governments that 
they donot provide religious instruction for 
the people; for nothing is of equal unpor- 
tance to the welfare of Society. But it 
would have been a still greater defect if the 
State governments lad assumed the power 
of regulating the religious education of the 
people. The present agitation of our breth- 
ern in England on this subject, is a strong 
illustration of the wisdom of our fathers 
in putting that matter, except in some of its 
very general features into the hands of the 
people. 

Under our present Federal and State Con- 
stitutions we are working our educational 
machinery with more or less success. 
There is however, a division of opimon 
among us, as to the best method® Some are 
in favor of Common Schools; and some 
desire all religious men to abandon the Com- 
mon School System, and adopt the Paro- 
chial or Denominational system. 

The considerations in favor of Parochial 
schools may be thus stated. The Common 
School system can never be strictly Chris- 
tian in our sense, while so large a part of 
the counnunity retain their present religious 
sentiments. And yet we do not belicve 
that education deserves the name, if 1 is 
not religious. We cannot consent to have 
our children brought up in the period of 
then lives when the most important impres- 
sions are made on them under a system of 
education in which men of the most oppc- 
site scntinients to our own have a voice and 
«a hand. We must therefore establish schoo!s 
in which the whole circle of science and !:- 
terature shall be controlled and perveded 
by the spirit of the gospel.

And so we are none the less opposed to 
any taongrel scheme that proposes to adopt 
all sorts of schools as its own, whether 
Christian or Jewish, infidel or heathen, of 
any sect, or of all sects. .Nothing could be 
nore fatal to the cause of education. Under 
it the truly common school would cither 
have no existence, or it would languish, and 
drag on miserably. The wide-awake, zea|- 
ous sectarians would have their schools, and 
draw on the fund for their share of suppert; 
while the truly public school would be left 
tu the unconcern and feebleness of the un 
sectional, and the indifferent. 
There would be a half dozen feeble 
schools, where there should be* but twe, 
large and flourishing. For if there be one 
sectional school in a place, all the other 
sects feel that they mus’. have them in self- 
defence ; and so there would:arise constant 
In brief, what we 
want, and can never do well without, is, 
free common schools; neither less, nor 
morc, disconnected, untrammelled.

Yet it would be a mistake to suppose that 

she was a selfish or cruel woman; on the 

contrary she was pussionately attached to 

her children, always ready to sympathize in 

the sorrows of her friends ; nay, she even 

treated her vassals and servants with kind- 

ness and indulgence. But she had no clear 

notion of the sufferings of any one who was 
not a person of quality. 

In our days the harshest man, writing to 
the most insensible person of his acquaint- 

ance, would not venture to indulge in the 
cruel jocularity which she displays; and 

even if his own feelings allowed him to do 
so the manners of society would forbid it.” 

The sympathy which in feudal times was 
restricted to special classes, is now placed 
by respect and compassion towards human- 
ity at large. 

The distinctive and prophetic feature of 
our day, from which we argue so brightly 
for coming times, is the general recognition 
of the paramount claims ofthe great mass 
of the community—the whole People in short. 
For the first time in the history of the world, 
the poor, the laberers, the basement story of 
the social edifice, appear to be rising in 
their due rank, not perhaps yet in social 
well-being, but at least in social estimation. 
In ancient days these classes were for the 
most part slaves, valued and cared for as 
property, and no otherwise; or, where not 
slaves, were mere serfs and helots to the 
dominant orders. 

In the period which intervened between 
the extinction of ancient civilization and 
the subsidence of modern society into its 
existing fourm, the laboring classes, whether 
they existed in‘freedom or villenage, were 
alike regarded by their superiors as created 
for their benefit, tools for their use, contrib- 
utors to their pleasures, but wholly out of 
the pale of their sympathies. 

The very prostration of these classes :n- 
capacitated them from raising themselves ; 
and nether the ruling powers, nor the morc 
fortunate orders of the community had ever 
been taught to look upon the clevation of 
the people as the peculiar duty of their sta- 
tion, or the especial object for which they 
held therr authority and advantages tn trust. 
The laboring classes were regarded as be- 
ings destined to hold a fixed position, and to 
perform certain regular and indispensable 
functions in the body politic; and as long 
as these functions went on without :nterrup- 
tions, they were out of sight, and therefore 
out of mind. 

We had, :ndced, from time to time, men 
rising up, of active dispositions and warm 
benevolence,. who, dcecply impressed by 
some particular evil, or by the sufferings of 
some particular section of mankind, labored 
zealously and successfully to direct public 
attention tu their removal. Thus Las Casas 
}labored fur the Indians; Howard for the 
prisoners ; Wilberforce for the slaves. But 
a rcul genuine sympathy with the great 
body of the peuple ; the fecling of common 
brotherhood with them, a grave and earnest 
conviction that to them, as the most numer- 
ous and most needy of mankind, the especial 
direction of the easy, the affluent, and the 
powerful, should be directed ; that for them 
power, wealth, and wisdom, are held in 
trust; that their physical welfare, their mor- 
al elevation, their intellectual culture, con- 
stitute at once the prime duty of ever gov- 
ernment, and the most incumbent obligation 
of all whom Providence has blessed with a 
happier lot ,—these conceptions of mighty 
import and of fertile promise, have now, tor 
the first time taken possession of the 
public mind. For ourselves, now that the 
duty is acknowledged, and the subject 
fairly taken up, our hopes are very san- 
guine: for, after long examination and 
reflection, we are convinced that, by a right 
direction of energy and benevolence, all our 
social evils are either wholly removable or 
greatly mitigable ; that God made this earth 
to be the habitation of toiling and _ strug- 
gling, but still of happy beings; and that 
wherever, in any country the great mass are 
otherwise, it is because we have laboriously 
counteracted our destiny, and shamefully 


-|misused our means. 


We ure as sanguine of our Future Prog- 
ress, as We are satisfied with our recent steps. 
We laugh at those faithless prophets—the 
querulous Jeremiahs of the day—who 
affirm our retrogression, and predict our de- 
cadence. Where is the warrant for their 
prophecy’ Where are the symptoms of the 
growing malady which is to carry England 
to her grave’. Are they to be found in her 
spreading cmpire—in her expanding and 
multiplying population—in her accumula- 
ting wealth—in her commerce bounding 
with new elasticity—in her industry, buoy- 
ant with recovered freedom?! Has her sei- 
ence ceased to be inventive! Have her en- 
gineers torgot their cunning! Have her 
people begun to be indiffernt to their civil 
rights, or to abnegate their mental freedom! 
Are her poor falling back in their physical 
condition —becoming more turbulent, more 
ignorant, more destitute’? Or is it not true, 
as we trust we have succeeded in showing, 
that in all points our. national position in 
1850 is alinost as much in advance of that 
which we occupied in 1800, as it is behind 
that which we hope to occupy when the
